soine hardship. In this respect the Canadian Prairie Provinces are 
not so very different from other patts of the Dominion and other 
countries throughout the world. There is, however, no real reason 
why the people of the West should lose heart and indulge in blue 
ruin pessimistic talk. Such an attitude will not help, butewill rather 
operate to further hinder a return to better times and conditions. 

Present conditions in the West are bound to be of a temporary 
character and no country in the world is capable of more rapid re- 
covery than the Canadian Prairie West.’ One misfortune and un- 
toward occurrence after another played havoc with agricultural pro- 
duction and marketing this year, and while it may be: hard for many 
families to maintain themselves this winter, their condition will be 
no worse, and in the vast majority of cases very much better, than 
the early pioneers of this country and of Ontario and the Western 
States had to bear.. Yet these earlier pioneers held on, revealing a 
determination and courage which in due course brought its reward, 
and thousands of them are today enjoying wealth or a secure and 
comfortable livelihood. Yet they experienced harder and apparent- 
ly more hopeless conditions than those with which the people of 
today are confronted. 

The next few months call for the exercise of certain qualities 
by all people. First and foremost, there must be individual courage, 
determination and energy; the putting forth of every possible effort 
to meet and overcome adverse conditions; an insistent turning away 
from the dark side of the picture’and a constant hunt for the silver 
lining and contemplation of all the brighter and more hopeful fea- 


tures of the situation, 


Secondly, there is need for the development 


of a spirit of helpfulness, even to the extent of personal-sacrifice, in 
order that the more fortunately placed ones will rally to-the assist- 


ance of the less fortunate. 


In a word, these more difficult times 


should develop a strong community spirit of helpfulness and co- 


operation, 
While nobody ever welcomes 


adversity, it must be remembered 


that it is in that hard school that really strong men and women 


are developed. 


When everything in life moves smoothly, without 


any great difficulty or obstacle in the way, the individual becomes 


soft, loses initiative, becomes weak and lacking in character.

tna Stock Breeders 
Should Bend Efforts 


To In 


With livestock farming acting, as it 
always will, as the main contributing 
factor in the upkeep of the fertility 
of the land and of a permanent type 
of agriculture, there should never be a 
time when the livestock breeder need 
curtail his breeding opportunities or 
lose sight of his goal—quality live- 
ateck for efficient production. In 
periods of low prices, it is sometimes 
necessary for the farmer to neglect 
the future in order to take care of the 
present. It may also be necessary 
for a farmer who lacks capital to fol- 
low methods which he would change 
under other conditions. But, in gen- 
eral, it is advisable to follow a sys- 
tem of livestock farming that will en- 
sure a steady and ever-increasing re- 
turn. 

Such returns cannot be looked for 
when the breeder is handling stock of 
questionable productivity and working 
on an “in and out” system. Under 
such a system, he is usually “out” 
when he should be “in,” and vice 
versa. On the other hand, the breed- 
er who has high quality, productive 
stock and who holds on through thick 
and thin, reaps his reward when the 
jaw of Bupply and demand again 
raises prices to a remunerative level. 
It is not sufficient to stay “in.” Every 
effort should be bent to increase the 
efficiency of the livestock. The 
breeder who did not get rid of his 
inefficient stock when prices for meat 
were at a high level missed a golden 
opportunity, but it is no reason why 
he should let them continue to eat 
their heads off now. It would, in 
many cases, be more economical to 
give them away than to keep them. 

It would be a gloomy outlook indeed 
if the foregoing picture had not its 
sunny side as well as its dark one. 
Practically every improver of live- 
stock must be continually looking out- 
side his own herds and flocks for new 
biood if he is to continue effecting im- 
provement. Therein lies the sunny 
side, for even the breeder of high- 
class stock has been hit, though not so 
hard as the breeder of mediocre stock, 
and he has had to meet the falling off 
in demand by a reduction of prices, 
As a consequence, breeding stock of a 
quality to bring about rapid improve- 
ment in the average herd or flock can 
be obtained at reasomable prices. This 
is particularly true of sheep and swine 
and to a lesser degree of cattle and 
horses. Any farmer or breeder who 
feels or knows that he is handicapped 
under the present conditions ,by the 
Jack of productivity or quality in his 
stock, should take steps immediately 
to secure improved sires to put at the 
head of his herds and flocks, Un- 
doubtedly, there is no way in which 
improvement can be wrought more 
thoroughly and more economically 
than through the use of improved 
sires. If you have been using scrubs, 
replace them by pure-breds of the 
highest quality obtainable. If you 
have been using pure-bred. sires, have 
gziven their progeny a decent chance 
and have not achieved any improve- 
ment, then the pure-breds used could 


not have ben of desirable type and 
quality. Discard, them and, when 
proctring others, demand and. get 
even though at greater cost, sires 
from proven ancestry. 

While the use of top-notch sires is 
one of the best methods of improve- 


ment where caplial is limited, the in- 
troduction of a few choice females 
into the herd or flock, where capital 


will permit, will bring about the de- 
sired improvement much earlier. Let 
every person, theu, who calls himself 
or herself a “breeder of livestock’— 
than which there is no nobler art-—— 
bend every effom and grasp the pres- 
ent opportunity to put their herds and 


flocks into a state of efliciency that 
will enabte them to produce economi- 
cally throughout any kind of a season- 
1 or market situation. Bring back 
industry by being industrious. It is 
possible to be industrious and not ac 
complish anything, but not so with the 
efficiently industrious *

The 
mash may be fed either wet or dry, 
and should be so regulated that-the 
fowls will get about equal parts of 
mash and of the scratch grains.

xparimental Work OF 


Field. Husbandry Station 
Helps Practical Farming 


Field husbandry experiments have a 
very direct relationship with practical 
farming whether the farming be grain 
growing, stock growing or both com- 
bined. The grain grower requires 
the best seed obtainable of the best 
varieties of wheat, oats, barley and 
rye. We endeavor to determine which 
are the best varieties and then to 
breed better ones and put the seed 
out to people who will increase it and 
make it available for all, The stock 
grower requires feed. We endeavor 
to serve him by determining the best 
kinds of: forage crops and the best 
methods of producing them. The 
grower of both grain and livestock is 
interested in both these phases of ex- 
perimental work and also in crop rota- 
tion and soll fertility. The potato 
and truck grower is anxious to secure 
the best standard varieties and to 
learn how to grow them to the best 
advantage. Our field husbandry ex- 
periments at Saskatoon are designed 
to serve all these classes of farms, the 
grain farm, the livestock farm, the 
diversified farm and the truck farm. 
If wé may liken the work of the field 
husbandry department to the structure 
of a building, we would consider the 
experimental work as the foundation, 
the class room teaching as the build- 
ing itself and the extension work, in- 
cluding correspondence and outside 
teaching as the towers, porches and 
cupolas. In short, the experimental 
work is the basis upon which rests all 
of the other activities of the depart- 
ment. 

The products of an experiment sta- 
tion consist of two things: The first is 
record of results. The second is 
seeds. Every care is used in main- 
taining the accuravy of the records 
and the purity of the seeds. Special 
bookkeeping methods are devised and 
used for the purpose of recording the 
results. Since there are now 5,000 
separate and distinct items, it will be 
readily understood that this is no 
small task. We are constantly en- 
deavoring to improye our system of 
record keeping to make it more effec- 
tive and complete, 

The seeds which we distribute are 
not only rigidly fanned and cleaned 
but are hand picked if need be to take 
out any impurity that the fanning mill 
fails io remove, Every lot of cereal 
seed sent out during the past season 
had been hand picked. On account 
of the large number of strains and 
varieties which we are growing, the 
greatest care is required to keep. seeds 
pure. In short, it is almost imposs- 
ible to do so, But we put these seeds 
out under a rigid guarantee that they 
may be returned and the purchase 
price will be refunded. This year 
not a seed came back. This record 
speaks volumes for the faithfulness 
and care of the men who did the 
work.
